CONVICTS SUPPORT THEM- 
SELVES AND FAMILIES, 


Nothing Degrading About the 
Treatment of Prisoners in 
Sugamo Jail. 


In Japan a convict may earn 
pie a while in jail to main- 
tain his family, He has the best of 
food and lodging, is taught a trade, 
and if he wishes pursues the study 
of foreign languages. 


At Sugamo a qualified teacher in- 
structs the younger prisoners in 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Prisoners of 20 and upward who 
are in seclusion for the first time 
are taught geography and history. 

If one aye omg the prison, says 
a writer in the Wide World, a man 
declares that he has a knowledge 
of English he is carefully examined 
by a linguist and the extent of his 
knowleage fathomed. He is then 
allowed to pursue his studies, the 
necessary books being supplied by 
the authorities. When there are 
several in together a teacher is 
obtained from outside and lessons 
are given regularly. 

RECORDS ARE KEPT, 


In the offices a record of each 
prisoner is kept during his stay. 
‘his serves to show whether the con- 
vict is prompt to obey the officials, 
whether he shows aitlection tor his 
parents and relatives, whether he 
writes letters home and whether 
he makes progress or not in his 
studies. 

The main building at Sugamo is 
designed in the form of a dumbell, 
the two ends being divided into 
five ray stars. Irom the central 
watch stand the warder can see 
along the whole of the rays, which 
comprise 300 cella, And what ceils! 
Think of it—tweaty feet high and 
double windowed, 

The convicts are housed in groups. 
In a cell of eight mats—all rooms 
in Japan are measured by mats— 
twelve convicts are accommodated. 
The floor is covered with mushiro | 
or soft matting, and on this the 
men’s bedding is spread when they 
are ready to turn in. Everything 
is spotlessly clean,

ARSENICALS AND LIME-SUL- 
PHUR WASH. 


Lead arsenate is becoming more 
and more popular as an insecticide. 
There are several good reasons why 
it should, but it is still. an unset- 
tled point as to whether it is wise 
to mix it with the lime-sulphur 
wash. Results obtained from the 
| mixture have not been uniform; in 
some cases the foliage has been 
badly burned, while in others no 
| injuries have been observed. 

Prof. O. 8. Watkins, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, has done con- 
siderable work on this subject, and, 
while his investigations are not | 
completed, he is discouraging the 
mixing of these two materials as

It will be noticed that Dr. Scott | 
states that the lead arsenate may 
be mixed with the self-boiled lime- 
sulphur wash for spraying apple | 
trees. In this case there would be | 
an abundance of lime, and this con- 
clusion would agree with the find- | 
ings of Haywood, in that the ex- 
cess of lime would prevent the ar- 
senate from coming into solution. 
It is quite probable that if the lead 
arsenate were mixed with home- | 
boiled lime-sulphur washes there 
would also be a sufficient excess of | 
lime to insure the ‘nsolubility of the 
calcium arsenate, aud thus make! 
safe mixture for spraying purposes, 
especially for the apple. 

Lead arsenate is used presumab- 
ly in this mixture, because of the 
qualities which have made it so 
popular as an insecticide. It is 
evident that, when mixed with the 
lime-sulphur wash, it is not lead 
arsenate which goes on thé tree, 
but calcium arsenate; at least, a 
very large proportion of the lead 
arsenate would be changed into eal- 
cium arsenate. This being true, it 
would appear as though it would 
be much more economical to mix 
white arsenic, dissolved in washing 
soda (sodium arsenite) with the 
lime-sulphur wash. ‘This is com- 
monly done with the Bordeoux mix- 
ture, and the lime present in the 
Bordeaux is sufficient to insure the 
insolubility of the arsenic. I do not 
think that this mixtnre would be 
safe on the more tender foliage, but 
it would probably be suitable for 
spraying apples. We intend to ex- 
periment with the mixture this sum- 
mer, and should be glad to hear 
from anyone who has tried it. 

In the case of mixing Paris green 
and the lime-sulphur wash, the 
Paris ‘green appears to be entirely 
broken up, some of the arsenic 
going into solution as arsenic sul- 
phide. part of the copper, also, 

oes into solution, the remainder 
ei rendered insoluble as sulp- 
hide. The presence of an excess of 
lime in this case uoes not entirely 


render the arsenic insoluble. The 
use of Paris green with lime- 
sulphur wash, therefore, would 


seem to be of doubtful expediency. 
From what has been said, it is evi- 
dent that the use of the arsenicals 
with lime-sulphur wash is still in 
the experimental st 
the arsenate of lead,

POPULAR GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL. 

In England, before he went to 
Canada five years ago, there were 
some who estimated Lord Grey at 
his true worth. They saw what he 
had done for such causes as co- 
operation, garden cities, and public- 
house reform. They had heard of 
his unconventional rule in Rhodes 
ia, where, as Administrator, he was 
ready either to listen or to talk 
them 
usually in an airy costume consist- 
ing of flannel shirt and trousers 
with a slouch-hat. They knew he 
was a strong Imperialist and at the 
same time a convinced Social Re- 
former, a combination equally de- 
sirable and rare, But it was left to 
Canada to bring-out the greatness 
of the man who went in 1904 to be 
the Dominion’s Governor-General ; 
and it is Canada which has taught 
us oyer here in England to appreci- 
ate one of the finest Englishmen 
of our time. 

Never has the Sovereign’s repre- 
sentative in the Dominion been 
more universally popular. He is 
liked because he ‘‘puts on no side.’’ 
He is rospected because he is a 
man of bus’ness with actual experi- 
ence of affairs, and can meet Cana- 
dian business men upon their own 
ground, He is trusted and admired 
by reason of his sympathy (not mere 
lip sympathy) with every good work. 

“‘Lregard the British Empire,’’ he 
said at Winnipeg recently, “as he 
most potent instrument that has 
ever been fashioned or conceived!

‘The case of the man Hensaja, 
who was dug out from under the 
ruins of Messina, alive and com- 
paratively well, after having been 
buried for fourteen days w.chout 
food, has been many times paral- 


| leled in regard to similar catastro- 


phes in the past. 

Indeed, in the case of the great 
Scio earthquake, an entire family 
ot seven persons was rescued after 
having been in a like plight for 
eighteen days. Again, when Sb. 
Pierre was destroyed by the erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee in May, lsu. 
a negro was found alive three days 
after the catastrophe in a dungeon 
beneath the foundations of the 
town prison, having been buried 
during that period under a mass of 
incandescent volcanic dust, red-hot 
lava, and boiling mud. He was the) 
sole survivor of 30,000 people, and 
his escape is probably the most 
marvellous on record.

Modern Whalers’ Use a Cannon. 
and an Explosive Harpoon, 


Whaling with modern methods in 
Alaskan waters is an exciting game, 
especially for those who are new to 
the business. : 

The modern whaling steamer is a 
little vessel almost round on the 
bottom, which enables it to be 
turned and managed with the great- 
est ease. Mounted at the bow 1s a 
small cannon that shoots a harpoon 
weighing more than 100 pounds and 
having an explosive head, called 
the bomb. 

If the shot is good and the har- 
poon is planted squarely behind 
the fin, says the London World’s 
Work, the bomb crashes into the 
lungs, killing instantly; if not, the 
struggle may last for several hours. 

After a whale has been killed the 
carcase is brought alongside the 
boat and inflated so that it will 
float. A long coil of rubber hose, 
one end of which is attached to a 
pump and the other to a hollow 
spear pointed tube of steel, with 
perforations along its entire length, 
is used for this purpose. : 

The spear is thrust well down in- 
to the whale’s side, the air pump 
started and the body slowly filled 
with air. When inflated enough to 
keep it afloat the tube is withdrawn, 
the incision plugged with oakum 
and the carcase cast off. A bouy 
with a flag is attached to the body
